Well, Newcastle KB United did not 
have the honour of being the first side to 
beat Marconi this year and we’ll just have 
to wait until our next encounter to have 
another crack at the leaders. 

But I’m sure all those wonderful 
Newcastle supporters who followed us to 
Bossley Park will agree, we gave Rale 
Rasic’s boys one hell of a fright. 

With that match now behind us 
we're looking at our first game of the 
second round against Western Suburbs 
today. Most Newcastle supporters will 
remember that we went to Sydney the 
week after being beaten 41 by Eastern 
Suburbs and forced a 1-all draw with 
Wests. So it might be deduced that a 
defeat only makes our players more 
determined to do well. 

Our heavy match schedule has taken 
its toll on our players and last week we 
had to rest striker Bob Mountford. 
However, those players carrying injuries 
appear to have got through the worst 
stages and we can look forward to fielding 
our strongest sides again. 

We've still got a busy time ahead 
with today’s game and the match against 
the Australian XI at Crystal Palace, 
Wallsend on Wednesday night. Our team 
will be looking for good results from both 
of these games to pick up the rhythm 
that saw us string together nine without 
defeat.

When our plane 
touched down at Williamtown after we 
had returned from beating Footscray 
1-0 in Melbourne, there were 30 or 40 
supporters out to greet us. That “» 
a terrible lot to the players. When Brisbart 
City had two players sent off and battled 
hard to defeat Newcastle recently, the 
Newcastle spectators stood and turned 
towards the Brisbane tunnel to applaud 
the Queenslanders off the park. That is 
true sportsmanship and one reason why 
I feel that Newcastle will never have the 
sort of spectator trouble that exists in 
other areas, 

At Bossley Park last week United 
were cheered on by almost 1000 people 
who had made the trip. Their unified 
support added tremendously to the 
atmosphere of what wasan exciting game. 

We’ve still got to serve up our first 
competition win at home and right now 
that is the prime ambition of every 
player involved in today’s game. 

Both Frank Campbell and myself 
have had a good chance to look at 
Western Suburbs and judging by their 
record they have the ability to scor 
goals fairly easily. Their record in this 
department is third best in the league. 

There is also a fair bit of experience 
in the side but we’ll be hoping to exploit 
the weaknesses that have cost them 23 
goals this season. 

The competition ladder is still a 
pretty tight situation and the teams that 
make an impression in the early stages of 
the second round could well be the sides 
that grab those important semi-final 
berths at the end.
